notice it until he heard the screaming of pas- 


sengers and the shouts of those on the plat- 


form of the depot. He immediately reversed 
his engine lever and ‘the wheels could be 
heard grinding on the track. but his train was 


too heavy and was still moving a! the rate, it

Engine Entirely Enveloped. | 
The big engine threw the rear car into the 


‘air six feet, with the trucks to the left and the 
floor forward and into the next coach. The | 
rear car, with its roof and two sides all in one | 


piece and but slightly damaged, was forced 


forward at the same time, and when it came 


down it opened and enveloped the engine and 
the rear half of the next car. The engine did 


not leave the track and was not materially 


damaged, | 

Over the top of the locomotive and imme- 
diately in front was a mass of broken 
wood, bent iron, and a collection of wreck- 


‘age extending into the forward car some thirty 


feet. In that pile of splintered wood and 
glass and iron were the dead and injured. | 
Those who witnessed the accident. were 
saved the memory of hearing the screams and 
groans of injured and dying people. This 
was »ecause the great engine had broken its 
steam valve and the roar drowned all other 
noises. | 
‘To the screaming of passengers who ha 
just left the suburban and were standing in 
the depot many people owe their lives. The 
dozen passengers who got off at Eggleston by 
their shouts caused those inside the cars to 
rush for the doors and jump from such win- 
dows as could be opened. In each of the two 
cars demolished there were from twenty-five 
to thirty passengers. Of this number at least 
one-half were able to get out safely or to get 
into a part of the car where they suffered only 
slight injuries. In this crowd of people who 
jumped from the slowly moving train were 
several children, and probably one half were 
women. | 
The collision was heard four blocks away. 
The smokestack had been carried away and 
the furnace belched clouds of hot smoke and 
gas upon the imprisoned victims above and 
in front. The steam was in a regular cloud. 
The scenes immediately following the wreck 
were terrible. One woman was crowded next 
to a window and was fastened in her seat. 
She was evidently shrieking at the top of her 
voice, but no one eould hear. In one hand 
she held a newspaper. With each belch of 
the locomotive she was covered afresh with 
gas and smoke. With the paper she tried to 


fan äwuy the smoke, and before the 


cloud would reach her she would signal the 

people outside. No one knew who she was, 
Several unfortunates were on top of the en- 

gine boiler and under the roof of the last car. 


They were uninjured at first, but the steam ; 


and smoke soon did its share of the deadly 


work. Mrs. Laphan and her son were two of | 


those imprisoned there. The boy was said 
to be fatally scalded. 

Those who witnessed the accident soon 
began to recover and to assist those in the 
cars. One man turned in a firealarm and an- 
other telephoned the police station of Sixty- 
fourth street and Wentworth avenue. 

Mass of Wreckage Takes Fire. 

Instantly the center of the mass took fire, 
presumably from the stoves in the ,. wrecked 
cars. The sight of the flame brought the 
stunned onlookers to their senses and the 
work of relief began. 

There were no lights to be had for fifteen 
minutes. Voices could not be heard above 
the terrible noise and those about the depot 
were completely dazed. Inside the cars noth- 
ing could be seen for the heavy coating of 
steam on the windows. 

The passengers in the express train were 
thrown from their seats, and they soon began 
to help the suburban passengers. Axes were 
found in the cars and for lights the danger 
signal fuses supplied to through trains were 
the only kind at hand. The first thing that 
demanded attention was the fire started in the 


enter of the wreck. Water was carried in 


buckets from neighboring houses, and soon 
the threatening blaze was smothered. 

While this was being done others attacked 
the cars with axes and boards and soon the 
windows were open and the doors smashed in. 
The car trucks thrown to one side of the cars 
aided this work. Everything was easy to get 
at after holes had been cut into the cars. 
When the firemen arrived, which they did 
promptly, they took charge and soon had the 
dead and injured outside on the ground and 
platform. | 

To get at the places where the greatest num- 
ber of persons were confined step ladders, 
planks, and boxes were used. Standing on 
these supports the wreckage was cut away by 
workers until the unfortunate victims were 
free. This work was carried on from three 
places at once. On both sides tie axes were 
used and a force of men dug their way into 
the cars from the end. A few passengers in 
the forward part of the forward car had es- 
caped injury and were all right when released 
except for the effects of smoke and gas. 

Those confined over the engine were taken 
out by building a stand of boxes and ladders 
and cutting away the side of thecar. The 
steam and smoke from the engine could not 
be checked and only ceased after the fire had 
gone out. The work was delayed by the lack 
of proper light. When lanterns did arrive 
they only cast a yellow glow for a short dis- 


~— Private Houses as Hospitals. 

As fast as the injured were taken from the 
cars they were carried to, the platform or in- 
side the depot. where many physicians were 
soon in attendance. A large crowd had col- 
lected and the citizens of the suburb threw 
open their houses and did what they could to 
relieve the suffering of those hurt. The 
houses within several blocks of the depot 
were used, and to these the injured were 
carried in carts, hacks, wagons, and am- 
wane ia rsin the express train 
were not seriously hurt quite a number were 
thrown over the seats in front of them and 
thus sustained bruises and sprains. A man 
named Bellen of Kansas City was in the for- 
ward car, was thrown partly out of a window 
and had his arm cut, but not seriously. This 
train was afterwards run on to another track, 
supplied with a new engine, and sent on its 
way west. ,

TO CLEAR THE PARK. 


COMMISSIONERS REFUSE TO AOOEPT 
WORLD’S FAIR BUILDINGS. 


Fisheries Structure Will Have to Go and 
No Aquarium Win Be Maintained=—Ex- 
position Organization Refused an Ex- 
tension of Time Beyond Jan. 1— tate 
Buildings Offered and Declined with 
Thanks—Landscape Gardening and La- 
goons to Be Retained. 

There will be no aquarium at Jackson Park 
when the South Park Commissioners finally 
take control again. At their regular meeting 
yesterday they decided not to attempt to re- 
tain the Fisheries Building nor the fish in it 
which have been tendered to the park. They 
refused to grant the application of the World’s 
Fair organization for an extension of the time 
set when the park shall be turned over to the

Commissioners—that is, Jan. 1—and they or- 


“AND THE NEXT DAY IT SNOWED.” 
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A middle-aged business-man fof Auburn;

A young man from Blue Island; bruised 
about the chest and back. ? 

A young girl, face and hands frightfully 
torn. She said she intended to have left the 
train at Seventy-fifth street. 

An elderly gray-haired lady from Auburn, 
scalded and bruised about the head and neck. 
They were all removed by friends 

David S. Arnold of No. 7112 Stewart 
avenue said: “I live right across the street 
and was on the scene twenty seconds after the 
crash. We took a bench from the depot, 
smashed in the windows, and dragged the 
people out through them. The smoke and 
steam from the engine were so dense that the 
imprisoned passengers seemed: stupefied. 
Many when dragged out were limp and un- 
conscious. Doctors were at once telephoned 
for and a fire alarm turned in, but the most 
prompt aid was rendered by- neighbors, 
Every home in the vicinity was a hospital.“ 

Warren Carpenter, one of the injured, en- 
dured a heroic operation in having a huge 
piece of plate glass cut from his wrist. 

Attorney A. L. Winters owes his life to the 
deep interest he took in reading the reports of 
McKinley’s victory in Ohio. He sat talking 
with Mr, Bowman, his old friend, who was 
killed in the wreck. It has been for monthsa 
practice with these two men to go home to- 
gether and on nearing Eggleston to walk to 
the rear car and jump off as it slowed up, as it 
brought them nearer their homes, than to stay 
on clear up to the station. Mr. Winter was 
reading the election returns, and; being a Re- 
publican and deeply interested, he kept read- 
ing the paper and saved his life. 

filbur Wright of Long wood was one of 
those in the rear coach of the suburban train. 
He is 19 years of age, and employed as color- 
man in the draughting department of Shober 
& Carqueville. He is badly burned about the 
face, neck, and body, and is being cared for 
at the house of Mrs. C. S. Tewkesbury, No. 
7037 Honore street, Mr. Wright told the 
story of the collision as follows: 

I had a seat near the end of the last 
coach on the suburban train, and had been 
reading. Something prompted nie to look up 
and out of the rear window, and there I saw 
the headlight of an engine rushing right after 
us, and not more than fifteen ya Away. I 
jumped to my feet and made a plunge for the 
forward part ofthe car, Just as I got to within 
a few feet of the door I felt something crash 
all about and over me. Then I was powerless 
to move, but I felt irons and timbers pressing 
on me from all sides, and made an effort to 
get to the windows of the car. The steam 
poured all over me, but I was pinned between 
the stove and the window and there I had to 
stay till the people hauled me out. 

Mr. Wright also sustained seyere bruises, 
but last night he did not seem to mind them 
so much as the burns. Big water blisters 
covered his chin where the bandage left a 
little vacant space. His head and hands were 
swathed in bandages. He was attended to by 
Dr. Wentworth of No, 230 Sixty-fifth street. 

Miss Irene Ryan, one of three sisters, who 
live in Longwood, had, besides her terrible 
burns, a strange experience. She was one of 
those held in the wreck, exposed to the 
scalding steam, pinned between the 
stove and a window, and was uncon- 
scious when taken out. When she recovered 
consciousness she found she had on only a 
light skirt, all the rest of her clothing having 
been stripped off while her wounds were being 
attended to. Even the skirt she, had on was 
not her own, but belonged to some other girl 
also injured in the disaster. :

the heavy fog, to which the accident is attrib- 
uted. By 8 o’elock Mr. St. John had received 
a list in part of those killed and injured, but 
he said it was imperfect, and before making 
it public he desired to confirm the report. 

It is most deplorable,” he said. and will 
be a cause of the keenest regret upon our 
part, not only that these persons have been 
killed and so many injured, but because we 
had hoped and expected to close this busy 
season without an accident. While other rail- 
roads have been markedly unfortunate in 
handling the immense World's Fair traffic, 
the Rock Island has had reason to congratu- 
late itself that it alone almost has escaped. 
We can now only regret what has occurred 
and do our best to find where the blame at- 
taches. It is our first World’s Fair accident, 
if it can be called such.“ 

The first word of the accident to reach the 
railroad offitials in the main offices was in 
this dispatch from the train dispatcher at 
Blue Island: , 

Train No. 11 ran into the rear of train No. 127 
at Eggleston. Report two coaches telescoped 


and about ten injured, Will send full particulars | 


as soon as received. 

When General Manager St. John was asked 
for further information he said: 

Both trains were six minutes behind time 
at Englewood. Train 127 left Chicago at 
5:50 and train 11 left at 6 o’ciock. Train 
127 was due to leave Englewood at 6:13, but 
instead left at 6:19. Train No. 11 was 
due to leave Englewood at 6:23, but in- 
stead it left at 6:29. This is my best infor- 
mation, but it may not be right, as I received 
it by telephone. Between Englewood and 
where the accident occurred train 127, which 
was a dummy, had to make three stops, and 
of course it did so. These were at Sixty-sixth 
street, Normal Park, and Eggleston. The 
other train, of course, made no stops, and to 
run into the dummy the latter had to be de- 
layed materially, as ordinarily it would 
have sufficient time to reach Eggleston and 
let the through train pass. How the accident 
occutred I do not know, but it must have 
been caused by a delay on the part of the 
dummy train and the failure of the express to 
see its signal lights on account of the fog.“

INJURED ARRIVE AT MERCY HOSPITAL 


Tender Care Bestowed Upon Them by the 
Doctors and Nurses: 

Six of the injured were taken to Mercy Hos- 
pital. William S. Stall was the first to arrive. 
He was brought in an ambulance at 9 o’clock. 
He was perfectly conscious, and calmly an- 
swered the usual questions, giving his address 
at Blue Island and his occugation as cashier.“ 
He had relatives, he said, at No. 176 East 
Monroe street. Stall was taken to an upper 
ward, Before the litter on which he lay had 
been moved up the stairs another ambulance 
drove up with Charles Max. 

The hospital staff members, from the ac- 
count of the wreck given by the officers in 
charge of the first ambulance, understood a 
dozen or more victims of the disaster might 
be -brought to them. House Surgeon De 
Silva summoned his entire staff and all the 
available nurses. The hall was crowded with 
them when Max was brought through the 
door. His face, head, hands, and body were 
severely acalded, He wasin much pain, but 
bore it bravely. He gave his name and resi- 
dence in a faint voice. He lives at Washing- 
ton Heights. He is 30 years old. 

Nick Heintz, a photographer, was next 
brought in. He came in a patrol wagon, and 
the long journey had jolted and bruised him. 
His face showed the pain he was suffering. 
Heintz's leg was fractured. A hasty examina- 
tion of these three patients was made by Dr. 
De Silva. He said their chances of recovery 
were excellent. 

News of the accident had spread in all di-

The first business taken up was the ques- 
tion of retaining the Fisheries Building and 
maintaining an aquarium, 


Decide Against Aquarium, 


A short diseussion followed, during which 
Commissioners Donnersberger and Russell 
said they had carefully examined the proposi- 
tion and it was clear that the board could not 
undertake the expense. There was no money 
for it and it might as well be abandoned. 
Commissioner Ellsworth finally acquiesced in 
this view and by a unanimous vote the project 
was abandoned, Orders were given to notify 
the men employed in caring for the fish that 
the board would not be responsible for their 
salaries after yesterday. 

The request. of the World’s Fair for an ex- 
tension of time was taken up next. It was 
disposed of in two minutes. Commissioner 
Russell drew up the form of a brief letter to 
President Higinbotham notifying him that 
the board would insist upon the letter of the 
ordinance and would require possession of 
Jackson Park Jan. 1, 1894. The letter was 
ordered sent to the Administration Building 
immediately. 

One or two letters urgiig that the Fair 
buildings be retained were placed on file. A 
communication from the Pennsylvania Com- 
missioners relative to the transfer of the 
Pennsylvania Building to the park was read. 
A motion was passed expressing t s for 
the offer and declining the building. Letters 
from the Commissioners of lowa, Indiana, 
Maine, and the State of Colombia relative to 
the retention of their buildings were read. 
The Secretary was instructed to decline the 
proposals of the last three and to notify the 
Iowa authorities that the building occupied 
by that State must be restored to its original 
condition. The Iowa Building is made up 
partially of the structure known as The 
Shelter,’’ which was erected by the South Park 
Board some years ago. 


President of the Board Explains. 


After adjournment President Donnersber- 
ger said that the plan presented by Mr. 
Forbes was one-sided. The board would be 
compelled to maintain the building and pay 
salaries of people not appointed; by them. 
Besides it was impossible to take up the proj- 
ect on account of the cost. The World’s Fair 
authorities, he said, understood the position 
of the Commissioners with regard to an ex- 
tension of time. He said further: 

We have already communicated with them in- 
formally. The letter is simply a formal expres- 
sion. We do not intend to give any extension of 
time. The World's Columbian Exposition must 
live up to its contract with us. The gates of 
Jackson Park must be opened Jan. 1 next. The 
people must have access to the drives and 
the park. The World’s Columbian Exposition 
has a long time yet to pull down the buildings. 
Whether the Commissioners retain any of the 
ornamental features of the Exposition—such as 
the electric fountains or the MacMonnies fountain 
—will depend on the Columbian Exposition. We 
shall make changes in the banks of the lagoons. 
The railings around them are made of material 
that will not last. They will have to be torn 
down. The banks of the lagoons will be grav- 
eled and terraced. The banks of the Wooded 
Island that landscape gardeners have designed 
will not be touched. 

No action relative to the retention of the 
Art Building for the Columbian Museum has 
yet been taken by the board. President Don- 
nersberger said that the subject would have 
to be brought up formally to be acted on offi- 
cially.

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RIFF IS TO BLAME. 
POLITIOAL LANDSLIDE A PROTEST 
5 AGAINST FREE TRADE. 


The Result Will Be a Less Aggressive 

{Message on Tariff Reform by the Presi- 

dent=Public Men Say the Voters Real- 
ize They Made a Mistake and Are 
‘Rectifying It as Fast as Possible=Some 
Say McKinley’s Re-election Makes Him 
the Logical Candidate for President. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 8.—[Spécial,]— 
Tutsday’s Democratic rout will do two things. 
It will make the tariff reform portions of Mr. 
Cleveland's annual message less aggressive, 
and it will put less radical tariff legislation on 
the.statute books than has been intended. 
This is the view taken at the National Capital. 

While there is a disposition to quarrel 
among Democratic leaders over the re- 
sponsibility for the defeat they are not going 
to forget its lessons. The sweeping Repub- 
lican victories are a grave disappointment to 
the President. In spite of all that is said his 
administration cannot escape its share of the 
blaine. That the outcome was a surprise is 
admitted. Up to yesterday morning the pos- 
sibijity of Republican success in Massachu- 
setts, Ohio, and Iowa by a narrow margin was 
the most that would be admitted, Not one of 
Mr. Cleveland’s friends looked for a landslide 
in those States and that landslide confessedly 
due to a tariff reaction. 

The explanation given by the President’s 
advisers is that the slowness of the Demo- 
cratic Congress in stopping silver purchases 
has been one of the agencies of disaster, and 
that, as he did hig duty, no share of the re- 
sponsibility can be laid at his door. It is un- 
doubtedly true that the three months’ extra 
session of Congress as an object lesson ifi the 
full meaning of Detnocratic supremacy has 


tuned thousands of business-men away from 


the Democracy. But this reaction alone is not 
looked upon as sufficient to cause the land- 
slide.” 

It is not forgotten that in Massachusetts, 
Ohfo, and Iowa the Democratic candidates for 
Governor were all free traders and in the 
Buckeye and the Bay State they were bold 
enqugh to avow their principles. While the 
administration felt no personal interest in 
Neal of Ohio it had the liveliest kind of de- 
sire for the success of Russell in Massa- 
chusetts. Under the Democratic tariff policy 
Massachusetts, in the shape of free raw ma- 
terial, will get more than almost'any other 
State out of the coming legislation, but this 
does not seem to have been eneugh to cause 
it to drift to free trade.

It is not unlikely that the bill reported by 
the majority of the Ways and Means commit- 
tee will goa long stride in the direction of 
free trade.

GEN, HARRISON ON THE RESULT, 


He Sees In It a Strong Indorsement of the 
American Industrial Policy, 

IxDtANAvoLis, Ind., Nov. 8.—[Special.]— 
Ex-President Harrison today was interviewed 
on the results of yestercay’s election, and 
freely discussed the question in the presence 
of a number of friends, With a warm smile 
he said he was not only gratified but highly 
rejoiced in the results. The Republican 
triumph was so sweeping,” said he, that the 
notion which some of our Democratic friends 
seem to have that local causes figured largely 
in the result is not tenable. Everything went 


Republican— that is, everything in the free 


part of the country, showing clearly 
that general causes were at work.

THINK THE TARIFF CAUSED IT, 


Opinions of Public Men on the Reasons 
for the Great Landslide, 

Wasninetox, D. C., Nov. 8.—The startling 
results of the thirteen State elections yester- 
day are gradually finding their way to the sur- 
face in public expressions of prominent men 
at the capital. Almost without exception the 
Cabinet advisers of the President decline to 
discuss the situation, either confidentially or 
otherwise. The President himself is devoting 
his time assiduously to the preparation of his 
message to Congress, and has no opinion to 
express publicly of the catastrophe which has 
overwhelmed the party managers in New 


ork, 

William J. Bryan of Nebraska said: 

Ifthe returns have any political significance 
they indicate that the Democratic party in the 
Northwestern States made the heaviest losses 
where the representatives were unanimously op- 
posed to silver. The result will not embarrass 
the work of reporting a revenue bill. We were 
elected to reform the tariff and we will do it. 

Representative McMillin of Tennessee did 
not care to talk about the causes, but the 
tariff question had nothing to do with it, for 
the character of the bill the Democrats would 
report was not yet known and there could be 
no trial of it before the people in this elec- 
tion. 

Representative William S. Forman of III. 
nois said it was an off year and he believed 
defeat would make the Democrats a littie 
more cautious and more harmonious. They 
were getting too confident and independent. 

Senutor Gorman said: 

The election appears to have resulted in an 
avalanche, but it is useless to talk of the causes.

CARRY THREE MILLION PEOPLE, 


Capt. Symonds Reports the Work of World’s 


Fair Boat Lines. 


Over 3,000.000 of people were carried dur- 


ing the summer by the boats which were 
operated as concessions within the lagoons at 
Jackson Park and between the city and the 
World’s Fair grounds. Throughout the 
season there was not a single collision or acci- 
dent. Capt. Symonds has prepared a detailed 
statement showing the number of passengers 
carried by World’s Fair Steamship company, 
the World’s Fair Steam Launch company, the 
Gondolas, the Electric Launches, and an esti- 
mate of what was done by outside boats land- 
ing at the North Pier. The report shows that 
the heaviest travel from the steamship line 
running between the city and Jackson Park 
was in July, when 458,827 rsons were 
carried, The total number for the season was 
1,758,665. The Steam Launch company, on 

contrary, which made the run between the 
north and south end of the grounds and out in 
the lake carried its greatest number in Oc- 
tober, the next best month being September. 
The total was 196,698. The gondoliers 
carried 143.192 people, while the Electric 
Launch company transported over 839,757.

REPUBLIOAN VIOTORIG8 THE BASIS 
FOR ADVANOING QUOTATIONS. 


New York Stocks Went Up All Along the 
Line—Decidedly Strong Street Railways 
in Ch ing of the State Street 
Loop and Van Buren Street Tunnel 
Used as Bull Arguments=Statement of 
New York Elevated Earnings—Sterling 
Quoted Lower. 

The election was the one theme even in 
financial circles, The sweeping victory of the 
Republicans was pretty generally accepted by 
Republicans and Democrats alike as indicat- 
ing that whatever changes the present Con- 
gress may make in the tariff are likely to be 
far less radical than has before been calcu- 
lated on. This feeling was directly reflected 
in Wall street. Without question the advance 
there is to be traced largely to the political 
situation. The market was oversold, it is 
true, anda good deal of the advance came 
from stampeding bears, but every one admit- 
ted that the election news was the dominating 
factor.

There is much complaint among certain parties 

2 the difficulty of securing a sufficient 
ount of insurance to cover their risks. In al- 

most every case these parties are large concerns, 
which, instead of dividing their property by fire. 
walls and other well-established means for safety, 
have cut out the dividing walls or made numer. 
ous openings in division walls, and thus created 
immense areas, increasing the hazard at least ten 
times that of their risks as they existed fiftees 
yearsago. Rates on such risks have been in. 
creased 25 to 50 per cent over old rates in 
time. These arethe risks where owners su 
for want of insurance. and who raise the most 
strenuous objections to any necessary increase of 
rate. 

In some cases, after having piled together some. 
where from $200,000 to $2,000,000 of value on 
the floors under one roof, owners add to the risk 
by building in a number of decks or false 
floors between the stories. which of course adds 
largely to the combustible material in case of 
a fire. The small amount of insurance that would 
be carried on such risks were it not for the eo. 
insurance feature would make a small loss gf 
property total, as far as the insurance companies 
are concerned. 

The small property-owners, as in the case of 
municipal taxes, bear much more than their pro. 
portion of the cost of protection, and company 
managers seem to want an indiscriminate rats 
advance. The large risks are the ones that have 
caused most of the loss of 1893. It is also said 
that the company managers generally fail to ree. 
ognize the difference in compensating agents be- 
tween large risks and small ones. Such methous 
seem. to explain some of the main reasons for the 
loss results to companies.

ROUT OF THE GANG IN NEW JERSEY. 


Both Branches of the Legislature Are 
Now Republican. 

New Yorx, Nov. 8.—[Special.]—The result 
in New Jersey. according to the computations 
of the Republican State committee at New- 
ark, gives the Republicans the Senate by one, 
a net gain of six, and the Assembly by fifteen, 
a net gain of twenty-tour—a total on joint 
ballot of sixteen and a reversal of the 
present Democratic majority of twenty- 
nine. The Republicans elect their Sena- 
tors in Essex, Union, Monmouth, Somer- 
set, Camden, Gloucester, and Salem Couh- 
ties. They elect their Assemblymen in Sus- 
sex, Carrying that county for the first time in 
its history. part of the victory hardly less 
important than the election of the Republican 
Legislature is the election in the counties of 
Essex and Hudson of Republican Sheriffs. 
The people in these two important coun- 
ties are now assu of grand juries 
that will support pure and honest 
government, In the State of New Jersey a ma- 
jority — is necessary in the Legislature to 
carry a bill over the Governor's veto, so that 
with their majority in the House the Repub- 
lican party is by its victory put in possession 
of the power to repeal the iniquitous race 
track legislation of last winter and abolish 
the Board of Works in Essex and Hudson, 
and generally to carry out the wishes of the 
people as expressed in this connection. 

The Democratic bosses of New Jersey just 
before daylight this morning were trying to 
make a dicker that would save them the Sen- 
ate. One vote was enough to save them from 
complete overthrow, and that one vote they 
hoped to secure by manipulating Salem 
County for the election of Gwynne, their can- 
didate for Senator there. But the one vote 
was not within reach. Ward, the Republican 
nominee, turned up with not a large majority 
but a safe majority of 85 in the county when 
the returns were all in, and so assured 
to the Republicans an ascendency in the 
upper branch of the Legislature, with eleven 
votes to their credit and only ten for the 
Democrats. The Assembly will stand thirty- 
seven Republicans, twenty-two Democrats, 
and one Independent Democrat. A cousin of 
President Cleveland, who accepted the Demo- 
cratic nomination in the Eleventh District of 
Essex, wins the distinction of being the 
worst beaten candidate in the State. 
George P. Olcott at the end of the count was 
nearly 3,000 votes ahead of Delancy Cleve- 
land. In the spring of 1895 the two Houses 
are to assemble in joint convention to elect a 
successor to United States Senator John R. 
McPherson, The anticipated redistricting 
bill is expected to assure the Republicans a 
majority of the seats in that joint convention, 
and so one of the possibilities of the situation 
is the retirement of Mr. McPherson. 


POPULISTS BEATEN IN KENTUCKY. 


Not More than Two Third Party Men 
Elected to the General Assembly. 

LovisviLtutz, Ky., Nov. 8.—The backbone 
of the People’s party in this State was effectu- 
ally broken yesterday and the indications now 
are that there will not be more than two 
Populists in the General Assembly if there is 
any atall. Thomas S. Pettit, the Populist 
leader, attempted to break into the Senate 
from the Owensboro District, but he 
was defeated by 800 votes. Gen. A. 
J. Gross, Dem., who resigned the Adjutant- 
Generalship of the State to make the race for 
State Senator in the Tenth District, had a 
close brush with Blandford (Rep.), defeating 
him by only 610 votes. United States Sen- 
ator William Lindsay will not have any oppo- 
sition for reélection. Several women were 
elected County School Superintendents, and 
one, Miss Lillie B. Mahan of Lee County, 
who ran as a Democratic nominee for reélec- 
tion, was defeated. 


DECREASED VOTE IN VIRGINIA.

New York, Nov. 8.—[Special.]—Francis H. 
Weeks was arraigned this morning before Re- 
corder Smyth in General Sessions and plead- 
ed yuilty to grand larceny on one indictment, 
the account of Mrs. Nicholas Fish, amount- 
ing to $72,000. When Weeks came to the 
bar it was seen that he had shaved his beard, 
leaving only a mustache. Mr. Nicoll arose 
and, addressing the court, said: Your Hon- 
or, the defendant now before the bar was 
granted by the grand jury until Friday next 
to plead, But he has stated his willingness to 
waive his right of trial and will plead guilty 
to the indictment of grand larceny on the ac- 
count of Mrs. Nicholas Fish.“ He seemed 
perfectly composed and watched District At- 
torney Nicoll closely, and listened attentively 
to what he had tosay. The clerk then read 
the indictment and said, turning to Weeks: 
Are you guilty or not guilty?” 

am guilty,” said Weeks in a clear voice. 

Recorder Smyth then pronounced the sed- 
tence. He said: “I regret exceedingly to 
be called upon to pass sentence upon a man, 
and especially upon a member of my own 
profession and upon one with whom I have 
had frequent business relations. You 
have pleaded guilty to a grave crime. 
You are a member of a respectable 
family upon whom you have brought a las 
ing disgrace and also upon your own name, 
You have been intrusted with the business of 
people, many of whom were your personal 
friends, as few men are trusted. You have 
proved false to that trust, but I will not dwell 
upon that. The sentence of this court is that 
you be confined in the State Prison at Sing 
Sing for ten years at hard labor.” 

Weeks showed no surprise or emotion of 
any kind when the sentence was passed, but: 
assoonas he was allowed he turned and 
walked back to the grand jury room, where 
he had been confined since 10 o'clock this 
morning. He was then taken to the Tombs by 
a Deputy Sheriff. 


Carlisle Confers with Bankers, . 


Secretary Carlisle had a conference last 
evening with Assistant Treasurer Jordan, J. 
Edward Simmons, President of the Fourth 
National Bank; Henry W. Cannon, President 
of the Chase National Bank; James Stillman, 
President of the National City Bank; and 
Frederick D. Tappen, President of the Gal- 
latin National Bank, regarding the present 
condition of the United States Treasury.

BARCELONA THEATER. 


 ghirty Lives Are Taken by Spanish Reds 


Awful Scenes Follow the Explosion= 

Two Bombs Thrown Among a Fashion- 

_ gble Audience, but Only One Lets 

- Ge”=—Panic in the City- Duke of Devon- 

shire at Larne=Debate on Employers’ 
Liability Bill Put Off. 


ION A, Nov. 8.—Two dynamite bombs 
were thrown among the fashionable audience 
at the opening of. the season at the Lyceum 

-House here last night, one of them ex- 

ing and killing fifteen persons outright 
and fatally wounding many more. At noon 
today the dead numbered thirty, some 
of these, however, having died from injuries 
received by being crushed and trampled upon 
in the panic that followed the explosion. The 
hospitals are full of wounded people, The 
bombs were thrown from the gallery by An- 
archists. Eighty persons were seriously hurt. 
Among the killed are an American and a 
wealthy German. The wife of the American 
accompanied him to the performance. She 
was injured. As yet she is not aware of the 


_ Jsband’s death. 


The unexploded bomb is in the possession 
of the police. Itisa fac-simile of the bomb 
used by’ Pallas in his attempt upon the life of 
Gen. Martinez Campos. It did not explode 
because it first struck a spectator and then 
fell to a cushion, whence it rolled to the floor. 

‘The Lyceum Opera-House is one of the 
places of amusement frequented by the élite 
‘of Barcelona society. William Tell” last 
During the 
second act the bombs were thrown from the 
gallery. As they struck the floor one of them 
exploded with a terrific report. Almost every 
person in the house sprang to his feet in 
terror and dismay. Wild shrieks and cries of 
agony rose from the lower part of the house, 


- and it was known many persons were injured. 


Panic in the Theater. 


The wildest kind of confusion prevailed, 
and many men. their faces pale with fright, 
abandoned the women they had escorted and 
made desperate rushes for the exits, knock- 
jing down and trampling upon those in their 
way without regard to age or sex. 

Shrieks and curses were heard on all sides. 
Some of the bravest of the men sought to pro- 
tect the women, but they were swept away be- 
fore the fear-crazed mob that filled the aisles. 
Men and women, seeing that it was useless to 
attempt to force their way through the fight- 
ing and howling mob, climbed over the backs 
of seats and sought to reach the doors in this 
manner. A great number of people were 
more or less seriously hurt in the struggle. 
Notwithstanding the frightful confusion the 
lower part of the building was emptied in a 
few minutes of all but the officials and the 
dead and injured. 

The stalls were completely wrecked by the 
explosion. There were many women in these 


- stalls and a great many of them were injured. 


some reports placing the number as high as 
100. They presented a most pitiable sight. 
All were attired in full dress, and as they 
were carried out many of them were in a dead 
faint. Their gay dresses were torn into 
shreds and their faces, shoulders, and arms 
were drenched in blood. They looked as 
though they had been through a desperately 
fought battie. 

It is said several of those killed were mem- 
bers of one family that occupied a stall close 
to where the bomb that exploded fell. Three 
persons were found dead on the stairways, 
while several others who had been badly 
crushed were found lying on the floor near 
the exits. The passages of the theater were 
turned into hospitals. Priests were sum- 
moned and they administered the last rites of 
the church to those whom the doctors said 
could not recover. They ulso acted as assist- 
auts to the physicians. 

Several persons were removed from the 
building with nearly all their clothing torn 
from their bodies. Fifteen seriously wounded 
persons were taken to hospitals immediately 
after the explosion. 

Suspected Men Prove Innocent. 

The only persons who retained their pres- 
ence of mind were the officials present. Some 
of them ran to the gallery and surrounded 
that part of it from which the bombs had been 
thrown. Several suspicious looking char- 
acters were placed under arrest, and when a 


closer examination was made of the prisoners 


it was found two of them were Anarchists, 
well known to the police, All, however, 
proved to the satisfaction of the police they 
were innocent of the crime. 

When the news of the outrage spread 
through the city the opera-house was quickly 
surrounded by a grea}crowd of excited peo- 
ple, who gave vent totheir feeling of in- 
dignation by cursing the Anarchists and the 
police. They insisted that the latter were to 
blame for the explosion as they should have 
known the Anarchists were still active in the 
city. Within the last six months several An- 
archist outrages have been perpetrated in this 
city, including the attempt by Pallas to kill 
Gen. Martinez Campos, for which the would- 
be assassin was shot. 

The feeling against the Anarchists is bit- 
ter, the people believing this is only the first 
of a series of outrages that will be attempted 
to avenge the death of Pallas, who, the night 
before his death, declared that some of his 


fellow-Anarchists were sworn to wreak venge- 


ance for his killing. 

There isa general feeling of panic in the 
city. The police were busy throughout the 
night. They searched the houses of suspected 
Anarchists and arrested a Frenchman named 
Aragon, an Italian named Soldini, and a 
number of others. After the explosion the 
telegraph lines were occupied in the trans- 
mission of government messages all night. 
No private dispatches were allowed to be sent 
before this morning. 

The men who threw the bombs are supposed 
to have sat in the fourth or fifth gallery. 

Among the foreigners killed were: Dr. 
Hoggenbrod, German; Guillaume du Canal 
Verde, French; and Henry Hamm, local agent 
for an English firm.. These bodies are under 


te control of the government. Among the 


injured are Henry Wicke, representative of 
English and North Americar. merchant firms. 
No other persons ‘having business relations 
with British firms were injured. Maury- 
Damerina, sister of one of the actresses on 
the stage, succumbed to her injuriesthis even- 


Solemni, the Italian Anarchist who was ar- 
‘Tested, made a confession, but it is discredited 
Owing to his many contradictory statements. 
At 9 o’clock this evening nine Anarchists had 
been arrested in Barcelona on suspicion of 
complicity in the crime.

Government Possibly Saved a Defeat on the 
Enjployers’ Liability Bill. 

Loypon, Nov. 8.—Few members. were pres- 
ent in the House of Commons this afternoon. 
The motion to consider the employers’ liabili- 
ty bill as amended in the standing committee 
was to be debated and it was thought possible 
the government might be defeated on a mo- 
tion to recommit the bill to the Committee of 
the Whole House. The proceedings, how- 
ever, were exceptionally uneventful, 

Walter McLaren. Radical, moved the 
amendment in which the ministry's peril, if 
there be any, is supposed to lie. His proposal 
was that the workingmen, under certain con- 
ditions, should be enabled to exempt them- 
selves by contract from the provisions of the 
law, notably wherever their interests were 
assured by funds to which the employers con- 
tributed. The government opposes this 
amendment. Many Conservatives support it. 
The debate was adjourned. 

Samuel Woods, M. P., willnext Friday move 
the adjournment of the House for the purpose 
of calling attention to the case of the striking 
coal miners. Mr. Woods, who is a miner, is 
Vicé-President of the Miners’ Federation. He 
will be supported in his motion by Burns, 
Hardie, and Pickard, all of whom are labor 
representatives in the House, and others.

Paris, Nov. 8.—Public funeral services 
were held today over the remains of M. 
Tirard, formerly Prime Minister, in the 
Church of St. Germain des Pres. Almost all 
the members of the Senate, of which body M. 
Tirard was a member, were present. The 
rector of St. Germain des Pres, assisted by 
nine priests, officiated. The Council of Min- 
isters and the employés of the Finance Min- 
istry sent handsome wreaths. The other 
floral offerings were numerous. The mass 
occupied an hour and h half. At 2:30 the 
remains were taken to the cemetery. The 
Tirard family having no grave the remains 
were temporarily in in a vault belong- 
ing to the City of Paris At the vault M. 
Challemel-Lacour, President of the Senate, 
delivered an oration, in which he traced M. 
Tirard’s Senatorial career. M. Dupuy, the 
Prime Minister, also delivered an address, re- 
calling the principal @vents in M. Tirard’s 
ministerial life, and dwelling upon the demo- 
cratic simplicity of his character. M. Jules 
Claretie, on behalf of M. Tirard’s personal 
friends, extrolled the private virtues of the 
dead man.

The can- 
nonading is heavy, and it is thought Mello, 
who has received word of Peixoto’a’ purchase 
of vessels of war in New York. is now making 
a determined effort to strike a decisive blow 
before they can be brought down to the Presi- 
dent’s aid. 

The loyal cruiser Tiradentes, which is still 
in this harbor, and its consorts, thé steamers 
Destevro and Santos, have been supplied with 
ammunition, and on the Tiradentgs torpedo 
tubes have been placed. 

Telegrams to the British Consul here from 
Rio Janeiro give additional particulars of 
the explosion of one of Admiral Mello’s 
powder magazines in Isla Gobernadores. 
They say Lieut. Beauchamp Mobray. 
Lieut. Tapper, and Boatswain Harris were the 
British officers killed by the explosion and 
that five seamen were severely wounded. They 
all belonged to the British flagship Sirus and 
had gone to the island to investigate the ef- 
fect of Peixoto's shells upon it when the ex- 
plosion occurred. 4 

From information derived here from other 
sources it is generally believed the news of the 
situation in Brazil which appears ij the news- 
papers of Rio Janeiro disguises the real state 
of affairs. It is absolutely certain that the 
banks in Rio closed again yesterday, which 
is known to be good evidence that affairs 
there have approached a crisis, A great deal 
of indignation is expressed in sofme quarters 
that Peixoto should hire mercenaties to fight 
his own countrymen, as he appears to be 
doing through his New York agents. 

The Province of Santa Catalina, the capital 
of whichis Desterro, where the tebels have 
set up their provisional government, has been 
invaded by Federal troops from the Province 
of Rio Grande do Sul. Several argollos with 
a body of insurgents have gone to meet them, 
and a fight will probably take place between 
the two forces before long. : 

Buenos Ayres, Argentina, via Galveston, 
Tex., Nov. 8.—(Copyright, 1893, by James 
Gordon Bennett.|—Word has been received 
here from Rio Janeiro that the situation there 
is nearing a crisis. The banks which closed 
yesterday are still closed, becauge the insur- 
gent fleet threatens to bombard the capital 
more fiercely than ever before the arrival of 
the ships which Peixoto has been buy- 
ing in New York. These Mello gonsiders to 
be in some particulars more formidable than 
his own vessels, and he is expected soon to

as there was no Atgentina warship then 
in Rio harbor to protect the interests of its 
citizens. Since then the Argentina Govern- 
ment has asked its Minister in Rig for an ex- 
pla nation as his attitude in this matter was 
not authorized. a 

New York, Nov. 8.— [Special. — The Her- 
ald will tomorrow morning print the follow- 
ing from President Peixoto: | 

RIO JANEIRO, Nov. 8.—{Editor of the Herald. ] 
—The political and finaneial situation here is the 
saine as when I cabled you Nov 3. A second 
powder magazine of the rebels oh, Governor's 
Island, occupied by them, containing more 
than 200 tons of powder, exploded 
while they were transferring the powder 
to the vessels. The rebels lost sixty 
men and some small ships, several-officers being 
wounded. Two officers and sailors of the British 
squadron were also killed. They were at the 
time in the neighborhood of the magazine. It is 
believed that the explosion was caused by the 
carelessness of the rebels. Nictheory is daily 
bombarded by the rebels, whose efforts to land 
are always repulsed. The fortress ‘of Villegaig- 
non is much battered and answers with little en- 
ergy to the fire of the loyal forts, Three columns 
of the army, in combination with the vessels of 
the navy that have remained loyal, with forced

EXHIBIT OF GUNS FOR BRAZIL, 


Hotchkiss Cannon to Be Taken from the 
Fair to the Scene of War. 

Twelve rapid-firing Hotchkiss guns which 
were on exhibition in the Transportation 
Building during the summer have been 
hastily packed up and are awaiting ship- 
ment to the East. Their destination eventu- 
ally is Brazil. This, at least, is the opin- 
ion of the custom-house inspectorg and the 
Exposition officials who have been watching 
the momements of the Hotchkiss:Gun compa- 
ny during the last few weeks. C. R. Flint of 
New York has.been instrumental in the pur- 
chase of these implements of war for the 
Brazilian Government, Mr. Flint has been 
trying for some time to get all of 
the guns away and the agent of the 
company here has acted with the greatest 
secrecy. A little over a week agotwo of the 
guns with much mystery were released by the 
Exposition company and taken te New York, 
So important was the matter that Mr. Flint 
himself came on and arranged for 
the releases with Director-General 
Davis one Sunday afternoon. He selected 


a time when his movements would be least 


observed and silence was enjoined upon the 
Director-General. Ag Admiral Mello con- 
tinued to bombard Rio de Janeiro the anxiety 
to get the Hotchkiss guns away ipcreased. No 
sooner did the Fair officially close when a 
force of men was put to work boxing them 
up. They were swift at the buginess, and in 
consequence the Hotchkiss display has been 
ready for shipment fot several days. Yester- 
day the boxes were piled up at the south open- 
ing of the building and they will 
be the first removed when means 
are provided for handling the heavy 
stuff, Owing to the weight of the guns the 
traveling cranes will be required tajload them 
on the cars. These cranes cannot be utilized 
until the electric transfer car is in. operation. 
Sufficient of the flooring has been torn up to 
permit the transfer car to enter} but it is out 
of order. Meanwhile the guns are waiting 
for shipment.

COMTE D’EU ENTERTAINS AT PARIS, 


It Is Said His Secretary Is Studying the 
Situation in Brazil, 
Copyright, 1898, by the United Press.] 

Pinas Nov. 8.—Comte d' Eu, Dom Pedro's 
son-in-law and Admiral Mello’s candidate for 
a new throne in Brazil, returned to his home 
in the suburbs late last week and Monday 
gave his first reception. He lives in the Vil- 
lage of Bologne-sur-Seine, just outside Paris, 
His house in the Boulevard de Boulogne faces 
the Auteuil Park and race course, and, al- 
though hardly palatial, is roomy and pleas- 
ant. After his fall Dom Pedro visited this 
house every Monday afternoon to meet his 
friends and farmer subjects, who made the 
Comte d' Eu's place their weekly rendezvous 
when ‘hey were in Paris. Since the Emperor’s 
death the Count and Countess have continued 
their Monday receptions whenever they were 
in town. 

Last Monday's reception was better at- 
tended than any reception given for many 
months before the present rebellion in Brazil. 
The imperial Princess was in good spirits, 
The haughtmess which rendered her so un- 
popular in Rio Janeiro hus been toned down 
somewhat. Her husband with his usual ur- 
banity turned off every reference to politics. 
Several attempts were made to draw from 
him opinions on current events in Brazil, but 
he frustrated them all. De Gaviers, the fam- 
ily political adviser, was less reticent. After 
allowing himself to be led into a discussion of 
affairs in Brazil, he spoke substantially thus: 

Ever since the imperial family left Brazil they 
have not swerved from their policy of holding 
aloof from politics, Comte d' Eu has known 
nothing of Admiral Mello’s or any other insur- 
gent’s plans. He desires that his name be in no 
wise connected with the present course of events 
in the republic. The rebels have received from 
him neither money nor encouragement. Should 
the Brazilian nation, however, at any time call 
upon the imperial family to resume the reins of 
government I do not doubt that the Princess and 
her husband would do their duty. 

It is learned from another source, which 
there is good reason to regard with confi- 


dence, that the Comte d' Eu’s private secretary 


has been in Brazil for some time avowedly to 
visit his relatives, but really to. ascertain 
whether the majority of the people would re- 
spond to a proclamation calling upon them to 
recognize the Princess’ right to the throne. 
The secretary will arrive here within a few 
days to announce the result of his mission. 
What he says will probably determine whether 
the Count and his wife will give over their 
support to the Mello party in Brazil.

SCHISM THREATENED. 


Liberal Clergymen and Laymen Meet to 
Form a New Policy. 
Crevetanp, O., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—A 
meeting of liberal Presbyterians, clergymen 
and laymen, was opened this afternoon at 
Calvary Presbyterian Church. Their purpose 
is to form a new policy with the hope that the 
General Assembly at its meeting next spring 
will coincide in the stand they take. If it 
does not a schism will probably be caused. 
The call for this meeting stated that 
the present condition of the Pres- 
byterian Church occasioned deep solicitude 
and called for immediate and serious consid- 
eration. Many ministers and elders viewed 
with apprehension the tendency to assump- 
tion and centralization of power and the dis- 
position both to impose practically new: 
dogma without due constitutional process and 
to treat the forinal action and overtures with 
small respect. The call stated further that 
the meeting was to consider what action was 
needed at the present juncture to maintain 
their constitutional safeguards, encourage 
their disturbed brethren, and give frank ex- 
pression to their views and positions. Seven- 
ty-five invitations were sent out and forty-nine 

of those invited responded. * 

The meeting lasted from 2 o' clock this aft- 
ernoon until 10 tonight, with a recess for din- 
ner at 6. The utmost secrecy was observed, 
and the Secretary, the Rev. Thomas Hall of 
Chicago, was especially active in his efforts to 
prevent any report of the proceedings being 
given to the press. A free interchange of 
opinion was had in regard to the future of the 
Presbyterian Church, and the unanimous 
opinion of those present was that the liberal 
members of the church ought to organize and 
use all possible means to secure the adoption 
of more liberal ideas by the General Assembly. 
The Briggs case was frequently referred to and 
several ministers and clergymen boldly placed 
themselves alongside of Dr. Briggs in his 
views in regard to the errancy of the script- 
ure, 

A committee was appointed tu prepare a 
plan of organization of the liberal Presbyte- 
rians, primarily to influence the assembly 
and to take more decisive action if necessary. 
A committee was also appointed to draft a 
memoral expressing the views of those at- 
tending the conference. The meeting will 
continue tomorrow.

New York, Nov. 8.—[Special.]—Louis 
Floyd, arrested here today, confessed that he 
was the moving spirit in the Minneapolis rob- 
bery. He was arrested on the steamship 
Wordsworth of the Lamport and Hoit line at 
the port of West Twenty-fifth street. The 
trio intended to sail on the Wordsworth Nov. 
1, and their baggage was all found aboard in 
charge of:“ Lon Floyd. Scheig had booked 
as ** Mr. Phillips.“ Frank Floyd was down

TENOED MEN ESCAPE. 


Instead of Entering the Omnibus for the 
Bridewell Two Prisoners Make a Dash 
from the Harrison Street Station for 
Freedom-one Gets Away and the Other 
Is Caught=Mme. Hauk Keaches the 
City en Route to Japan — Chinamen 
‘Find a Countryman’s Bones. 

Two prisoners made a bold rush for liberty 
yesterday afternoon and one of them escaped 
before the eyes of half a dozen policemen. 
Richard Thomas was arrested Tuesday night 
and E. R. Ehrig yesterday morning charged 
with disorderly conduct. Thomas was fined 
$75 and costs and Ehrig confessed judgment 
to a $100 fine.

FALLS DEAD IN THE UNION DEPOT. 


Mrs. Martin O'Neill of Buffalo, N. I., Dies 
in a Waiting-Room. 


Mrs. Martin O'Neill, a resident of Buffalo, 
N. Y., died suddenly while seated in the wait- 
ing-room at the Union Depot yesterday morn- 
ing. She had arrived at 8 o’clock over the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
trom Denver, Colo., with her two children, 
and went into the ladies’ waiting-room for 
her brother. Hertwo children, aged 2 and 4 
years, were seated on either side of their 
mother sleeping soundly, while the mother 
was reading a paper. Suddenly Mrs. O'Neill 
was seen to pitch forward and fall upon the 
floor. When the people who were sitting near 
ran to her assistance they found that she was 
dead. The dead body was removed to the 
County Morgue. The two children were 
taken care of by the matron of the depot. 
After the dead woman had been taken away a 
man giving his name as Carmody appeared 
at the Union Depot. He said he was a con- 
stable in Hegewisch, III., and had called to 
take the woman to her home. He will take 
charge of the body, and after the inquest it 
will be taken to Buffalo for interment. 


CHINAMEN FIND A FRIEND’S BONES. 


After Eight Months’ Searching They Secure 
the Remains—Coroner’s Mystery Cleared. 
After an eight months’ hunt for the body of 

a countryman twoChinamen found the object 

of their search yesterday. In the latter part 

of March last the body of an unknown man 
was found in the fields near Rogers Park. 

The body was much emaciated and was at 

first taken for that of a popular Japanese 

scholar who had been attending the university 
at Evanston. About this time Chan Lung 

Tuan, a wealthy Chinaman of West Superior, 

Wis., disappeared. It was known that he had 

expected to move to Chicago and engage in 

business. After his friends had waited several 
weeks and he did not appear Chan Gum Ping 
and Wah Kee, cousins of the missing man, be- 
gan their search. After trying all other places 
they went to the Coroner’s office yesterday 
and from the records there identitied the lost 
man as the Rogers Park unknown. The 
bones are resting in the pauper cemetery at 

Dunning. They will be removed. A grand 

funeral service will be -held over them and 

they will be placed in a perfumed and richly- 
lined box. This box will go to China in 
charge of a specially deputized messenger. 


PRENDERGAST GROWS RETICENT. 


He Has Become Wary of Interviewers—To 
Consult His Attorneys. 

Prendergast, the assassin of Mayor Har- 
rison, will, it is undertood, have a consulta- 
tion with his attorneys today. Some objec- 
tion may be raised to Robert Essex, one of 
the attorneys who areto defend him. Mr. 
Essex recently came to Chicago from St.

Nobody called at the jail to see Prendergast 
yesterday. He has grown wary of interview- 
ers and refuses to talk until convinced of his 
visitor’s identity. 

Prendergast’s mother has not seen him 
since his arrest. She is and somewhat 
infirm, and friends fear that the effect of an 
interview with her son will be serious.

DRAINAGE BOARD TRUSTEES VOTE 
$3,000,000 6 PER CENTS. 


Mature Annually Beginning Jan. 1, 1995, 
with Final Date 1914—Balance in the 
Treasury Running Low and Money Re- 
quired to Meet Future Construction= 
Committee on Federal Relations Reports 
on Recent Trip Down Illinois River= 
Division Work Nearly Completed. 


Three millions of 5 per cent bonds will be 
offered for sale by the Trustees of the Sani- 
tary District. This was decided at the regular 
meeting of Drainage Board yesterday 
afternoon. The balance to the credit of the 
district has fallen to $900,000; the expendi- 
tures last mouth were over $500,000. With 
several miles of channel to be contracted for 
and no prospect of any considerable receipt 
of taxes until spring, at least, borrowing 
money becomes a necessity, The Finance 
committee therefore decided to raise mohey 
on an issue of bonds and the board concurred 
in the action. The ordinance passed is in 
part as follows: 

Sec. 1. That there be borrowed the sum of 83. 
000,000 for the corporate purposes of the San- 
itary District of Chicago, and that interest-bear- 
ing coupon bonds be issued therefore to the 
amount of $3,000,000 by said Sanitary District 
of Chicago, said bonds to be of the denomination 
of $1,000 each, all to bear date of the 
first day of January 1894, $150,000 of 
the principal of said bonds to be pay- 
able the first day of January of the year 
1895, and each of the years thereafter following 
until and including the year 1914, said bonds to 
be numbered consecutively from 2,001 to 5,000 
inclusive, and to bear interest at the rate of 5 
por cent per annum from the date thereof; inter- 
est to be payable on the first day of January and 
of July in each year. and to be evidenced by cou- 
pons attached to each bond to be numbe con- 
secutively, each coupon to bear the number of 
the bond to which it is attached, and to befor 
the — of $25. 

Sec. That said bonds when they are éxe- 
cuted shall be deposited with the Treasurer of 
said district for safe keeping and shall be sold at 
such price and for such rates as the Board of 
Trustees of this district 22 from time to time 
determine and direct, and 3 s arising 
from the sale of said 1— * shal be received b 
the Treasurer of said district as such; and sha 
be used for the ‘corporate pur thereof as 
may be directed from time to time by the Board 
of Trustees.

Question of Federal Aid. 


Mr. Boldenweck, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Federal Relations, presented a report 
from the committee on the recent trip of the 
trustees down the Illinois River. The report 
makes the following recommendations: 

Your committee would therefore recommend 
that the question of obtaining aid from the Fed- 
eral Government in removing the dams at La 
Grange and Kampsville and the dee mei ot 
the river be taken up by this board at the earliest 
— oe moment, and that the Committee on 

‘ederal Relations be instructed to consider and 
report such action in the matter as it may deem 
advisable. 

The board contemplates an inspection of 
the upper river at an early day. Mr. Bolden- 
weck said he had found the valley people with- 
out an exception in favor of a waterway. If 
the dams in the Illinois were removed there 
would be no danger from overflow when the 
Drainage Canal was opened and the water 
sent down, and it was important to take steps 
to have them removed. The trouble with the 
valley people had been that they were under 
the impression the Sanitary District only in- 
tended to dig a drainage ditch. When they 
saw the maps and plans of the board they at 
once became enthusiastic over the waterway 
scheme.

This week will see the * of a great 
part of the river division work which the en- 
gineers of the board have been pushing for- 
ward as rapidly as possible during the last 
few months. Ww hen the work is complete and 
the waters of the Desplaines tunnel .into 
their new channel it is probable that the 
board will undertake a small celebration of 
the event. It was upon the river division that 
men from Chicago were given work by the 
board in an attempt to relieve distress among 
the unemployed. From 2,000 to 2,500 men 
have been employed daily since Sept 6, and 
the board had paid to them nearly $250,000 
in wages. Most of these laborers will be dis- 
charged within ten days as the work is about 
finished. Vouchers amounting to $163,122,- 
43 were approved. Of this 160,816.12 was 
for construction on the drainage canal during 
the last two weeks of October, 


Gorrell Conspiracy and Forgery Trial. 

Attorneys for the defense in the Gorrell con- 
spiracy and forgery trial claim to have scored a 
point which clears away half of the case against 
their client, William F. Gorrell. The testimony 
of Dr. T. D. Cantrell has been occupying the 
court sessions on the case for the last two days, 
and was finished yesterday. The charge that 
Gorrell forged a false insurance application with 
the name of Ezra M. Davis, furnished one of the 
main lines of attack by the prosecution. Yester- 
day Dr. Cantrell testified that Davis himself 
signed the application in his presence, and that 
Gorrell was not with them at the time. The State, 
while admitting that the charge of forgery is 
weakening, still maintain that they have a clear 
case against Gorrell on the conspiracy indict- 
ment, and claim that Dr. Cantrell has showed 
conclusively.that Gorrell ordered the changes in 
the application. 


Subscription Solicitor Arrested. 
Robert Jones was held to the Criminal Court 
yesterday under $600 bonds on the charge of 
fraudulently obtaining money by representing 
himself to be a subscription solicitor for an East- 
ern magazine. Several weeks ago T. Palmer, the 
Chicago manager of the publication, discovered 
t Jones was at work.

Lake View Water Supply Trouble. 

The trouble with the Lake View water supply 
is over, according to the City Engineering De- 
partment. During the last three days the people 
who live in the upper stories of flat buildings 
have had to carry all their water from the floors 
below, the pressure not being great enough to 
force the water above the second floors. The 
trouble was due to a reducing in the speed of the 
pumps, made necessary by certain changes that 
were being made in some tunnel connections. 
These changes were finished yesterday. 


Anarchists Fined for Being Armed,

Contributions of material to the Columbian 
Museum continue to be made, The govern- 
ment has assumed the responsibility of do- 
nating to the museum provisionally: several 
important exhibits now in the Government 
Building. These include the valuable maps 
and other documents obtained in San Domin- 
go relating to Columbus and the valuable 
ethnological collection in the gallery relating 
to the Latin-American countries and to Cor- 
tez and Pizarro.
